What About This? 

' At the regular election Nov. 2, the ! 
voters will receive at least three sep¬ 
arate ballots, as follows: one contain¬ 
ing the names of all candidates for 1 
the regular county offices, another i 
containing the names of all candi¬ 
dates for members of the Morgan 
county board of education, and an- ! 
other containing one of the two 
amendments to the state constitution 
which are submitted for a vote. 

This amendment was considered so 
important by the legislature that ex¬ 
traordinary means were employed to 
get an expression of popular will. | 
Under this amendment, if adopted, 
the legislature will be given a free 
hand in reorganizing counties, re¬ 
locating county lines, or abolishing 
and creating other units of local 
government. But let the amendment 
speak for itself. Read it. The Courier 
invites discussion of the amendment 
in its columns. It is an important pro¬ 
posal in state government. We should 
have more light on it. , t

governmental bodies, offices, agen¬ 
cies, and institutions, and may 
abolish all courts inferior to the 
circuit court and may set up new 
ones in their stead; and may pro¬ 
vide the method of selection of all 
officers, their compensation, and the 
means and method of its payment. 
Provided; no legislation hereunder 
shall affect any elected officer dur¬ 
ing his term of office. The provi¬ 
sions of this constitution are re¬ 
tained limiting the powers of public 
corporations and quasi-public cor¬ 
porations to tax, incur debts, and to 
impose pre-existing debts on terri¬ 
tory theretofore free therefrom or 
to release from pre-existing debts 
territory theretofore liable there¬ 
for; except that the general assem¬ 
bly, in creating any new public cor¬ 
poration and or quasi-public cor¬ 
poration may classify it by popu¬ 
lation in respect to taxing and bor¬ 
rowing powers as cities are classi¬ 
fied by this constitution. 

Section Two. This amendment 
shall be published and submitted to 
the voters of the state for their 
ratification or rejection at the time 
and in the manner provided under 
Sections two hundred fifty-six (256) 
and two hundred fifty-seven (257) 
of the constitution of the common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky and under Sec¬ 
tion one thousand four hundred 
fifty-nine (1459) of Galdwin’s Re¬ 
vised Edition of Carroll’s Kentucky 
Statutes of one thousand nine hun¬ 
dred thirty (1930), official edition; 
provided that this amendment shall 
be submitted on a separate ballot. 


Sheriff Disqualified

county was barred from the ballot in 
his county. He had held the office of 
sheriff by appointment and was the 
nominee of the Republican party for 
election in November. His defeated 
opponent went into court and now 
the court has declared both of them 
disqualified because they promised 
voters not to collect dog tax. The 
county is Republican. There is no 
Democratic nominee, but two candi¬ 
dates filed as independents.
